Thase demands may be sufficient to 


harness an imperialist, hot they are 
too tbiu to deceive men who believe la 
Americans running tbe United States. 
Wbeii a bill of snob consequence to 
tbe national and individual iatereats 
of tbe people of tbe United Ntatea and 
to tbe future greatness of tbe Republic 
is defeated to meet demands of a for- 
eign 
government, whose intere-t it 


was to defeat the bill for tbe purpose

It was very 
plainly foreshadowed ia the action of 
Russia that its intention was to secaie 
that portion of Asia, and it is now 
equally plain that tbe mutter at tbat 
time was arranged with the power* to 
the effect tbat tbe Czar should have it.
